Of Vast Empire of North 


Radiating Northward From Edmonton Are the Riverways 
Which Lead to the Arctic Ocean and Up Which 
Comes the Harvest of Peltries to Land on 
the Market Here 


Northward of Edmonton radiate 
rivers to the north, weat and cast; 
on these streams during the open 
scason scores of river craft bear 
burdens of furs worth many Kings’ 
ransoms, while in the winter the 
valleys resound to the sleigh bells 
of the huskles ag the team dogs trot 
along the ice trails, their sleighs 
loaded with the precious peltries. 
All these furs come to Edmonton, 
and it is logical that the Metropolis 
of the North should be the centre 
wherein many of the choicest skins 
fare rhade up Into luxurious robes for 
milady, 

The Trapper Outfit 

Here the trapper outfits for his 
work in the far-flung Territories; 
here commence the various systems 
of transportation whereby he 
reaches hig destination and here al- 
so are the manufacturing furriers, 
who take the rough skins from the 
trapper's bales and transform them 
into garments which are the delight 
of the beholder. To Edmonton come 
the pelts of the muskrat, the mink 
the marten, the beaver and a host 
of other skins, and in Mdmonton 
they are made up into coats ands 
various robes trye to name, There 
are tricks In all trades, and it ts 


“well known locally that when vari- 


ous of the commoner furs leave this 
city and disappear into the fur 
rooms of the eastern manufacturing 
Plants, they emerge therefrom en- 
tirely different in both appearance 
and name, 

Hery a dyed rabbit is not “electric 
seal,” the skunk is not “Alaskan 
sable,” and an especially fine speci- 
men of Athabasca Valley mink does 
not masquerade As “Labrador 
mink,” while the marten remains so 
and is not transformed into a ‘Hud- 
son's Bay sable.’ When the ladles 
of Edmonton purchase a muskrat 
coat in Edmonton it is just that, and 
in the Portal to the Fur Country 
furs are sold by their proper desig- 
nations, and are not banded with 
imaginary titles, which, though 
they possess high-sounding namea 
are both false and misleading. 

The country northward of Eé- 
monton produces some of the finest 
furs in the world jthe colder the 
climate naturally the better the fur, 
and in consequence peltries from 
this territory are in demand al! over 
the world. This country is the 
natural home of the chotee fur 
bearers, and it is logical that Ka 
monton—the gateway of this ter 


ruin—should manufacture the pel 
tries for people who live in that 
same cold climate,

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A Long Process ‘ 

Many phaseg enter intd the mat- 
ter of spreparing furs for wear, 
Caught at the expense of much toll 
and travel, and often lives, finally 
the long journey from the North 
brings the peltries here, when the 
resultant propess jis a long, tedions 
and entirely, apectalized one ' 
of all, the sking are examined by 
the government game guardian, 
taxed and stamped Then they ap 
pear for gale by auction, and are 
selected and purchased by the fur- 
rier from the Raw Fur Exchange 
or the dealers j;next the akins are 
cleaned and graded, cut to mateh, 
and made up into garments on a 
pattern, When they reach the fur- 
tier, the skins aro prepared by the 
tanner, after, which the natural 
grease in the fur is removed by 
powdered soap rubbed into the pelt, 
following wihich It is revealed in all 
its pristine liveliness, with the 
hairs in thir natural position and 
the skin looking as it did on the 
animal's back, 

Various other processes follow; 
the fur is beaten and dressed hy 
hand, or it may be cleaned tn the 
revolving drum This machine ts 
what its name implies, and ts ro- 
tated by an electric motor, the skids 
being whirled around in its interior 
accompanied by a quantity of special 
hardwood sawdust itmported = from 
Montreal, This method picks out all 
the dust and also removes the genase 
Some of the furriers in certain cities 
used gasoline to cleanse the pelts; 
this js never done tn Hdmonton aa 
though it quiekly cleans the fur at 
the same time ruing tt 

When an order ts received for an 
especial garment, the coat to be is 
cut out and shaped on ealica model, 
following which the furs are eut to 
fit the pattern, This is the tickllah 
part of the furrier’s work and takes 
years to learn, as each skin must 
be matched exactly, and hundreds 
may be chosen and tried before the 
required kinds are found 

In making the average 
coat from 60 to 75 muskrats skins 
are required, 12 beaver, 650 mink, 
670 mole, 12 otter, 60 skunk and 125 
ermine belng utilized in making up a 
similar garment, The sewing of tine 
furs ik all done on a special machine 
operated by an electric motor this 
demanding a type of sewer which 
will hold the edges of the
